After two evenings of what police called ''illegal 
gambling and boxing activity," some 30 Inkster 
Police Auxiliary Thursday stormed a park in 
southeast Inkster and prohibited what some resi- 
dents of the area said were ''friendly boxing 
matches.”’ 

Police officers wearing dark blue uniforms with 
‘‘Inkster’’ clearly printed on the back of their 
shirts, some carrying elongated flashlights, took 
up strategic positions in Penn Park. 

There was no direct confrontation between 
police and the Penn Park crowds, although some 
individuals verbally expressed their dissatisfac- 
tion at the show of force police displayed. 

“They brought their SWAT team today," said 
one young female as she quickly got into her car 
and drove off. “I ain't looking for any trouble." 

A group of about 10, whose ages ranged from 
early teens to 30, said they were angry over what 
they called a ‘‘violation of their rights." 

The quarter-mile, wooded-park area, which 
sports basketball courts and recreational facili- 
ties, is located on Beech Daly and Penn Street. 
Beech Daly serves as the dividing line between the 








cities of Inkster and Dearborn Heights. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday, more than 300 peo- 
ple watched boxing matches and, according to 
some witnesses, bet on the outcome of the matches. 
The boxers, in their early teens and without head 
gear, wore boxing gloves, according to a video tape 
provided to The Associated Newspapers by a wit- 
ness. Each also apparently had ‘‘a manager” at his 
side. 


"We intervened on this activity because it is 
illegal," said acting Inkster detective Charles 
Hines. ''They did not have a permit to do this. Aside 
from that, someone can get seriously hurt, even 
killed. I don't think they realize this. 


“The concept may be good - we have nothing 
against boxing - but unsupervised activity without 
the benefit of medical attention is definitely out. 
We can't let that happen out here. Like I said, 
someone can get killed.” 

Hines pointed out the group should work with the 
recreation department if it wanted a boxing 
program. 

“This city has an excellent recreation depart- 
ment and these people should work with city offi- 
cials to establish a boxing program if they wanted 
one,” he said.

Asked whether there was drug activitv in the 
park, Hines said ‘‘there were people in the park 
who we have identified as drug dealers.”’ 

Was there gambling? 

“That we don't know,” Hines replied. 

Michael Byrd, who claimed he was one of the 
boxing organizers, said the program ''helped bring 
youngsters to the park and kept them off the 
streets.” 

“Their parents know what we are doing here,” 
Byrd said. “And they like what we are doing. 
Would you prefer that they sell drugs? This city has 
nothing for us. Look at the crowds we have had 
here. They are in favor of it.” 

A resident who identified himself as Harry S. 
Smith, who pulled out a wallet to show his driver's 
license as proof, agreed with Byrd. 

"We have rights, too. We pay our taxes. What 
right do they have to stop? They haven't heard the 
last of this.” 

Byrd said his group was going to attend the City 
Council meeting Monday to file an official protest 
with city officials. 

"Instead of thanking us for getting the kids off 
the streets, they come in here and make us out as 
the bad guys," Byrd said. ‘‘You tell it as it is. Tell 
them the ‘Police shoot first. We'll be back.’”’

Keeping cool 
Heet can be deadly for dogs and cats

As the days become longer and hotter, pet owners will 
want to keep their dogs and cats cool. 

Hot weather affects animals just like humans. If a dog 
or catis in the sun all day without water, the animal may 
contract heat exhaustion. 

Although the temperature during the past week has 
been in the high 80s, the Michigan Humane Society in 
Westland has not received any calls from distressed pet 
Owners. 


However, Linda Thomas, a licensed technician at the 
Michigan Humane Society in Westland, expects some 
petowners to call about their pets if the weather heats up 
significantly this summer. 

Thomas suggests the following tips on keeping your 
dog cool and comfortable this summer. 


e Provide fresh water. 

e Put ice in the water dish to keep fresh and cool. 

e Do not take a dog on a mid-day run or jog. Your dog 
may quickly overheat, and the hot pavement is uncom- 


fortable for its paws. 
54 If you take your dog on regular runs, go in the 
morning or early evening. 

e Provide a shaded area for your dog, either a dog 
house or the side of the house. 

If a dog has been in the sun too long, it will pant 
excessively. Pet owners should call a veterinarian or 
Humane Society if an animal becomes sick. 

Some breeds don't fare as well as others in the sum- 
mer months, and need careful attention. These are pri- 
marily the northern breeds such as Huskies and Collies. 

Collies and Huskies have thick coats that need to be 
brushed often. While brushing, Thomas says, owners 
should check for wounds or burns. If you can't brush the 
coat regularly, the dog's hair should be cut. 

Dogs with light-colored noses are also susceptible to 
sunburn. 

During the summer months, cat owners may follow 
the same keep-cool tips. 

The Humane Society, however, suggests cats stay 18- 
doors, preferably in a shaded room

Woman is 
killed in 
domestic 
dispute

Wayne police are calling the May 13 
homicide on Winifred Street in Wayne 
a tragedy. 

At approximately 9:49 p.m. Mon- 
day, police received 8 911 call from 8 
Wayne man who told police he shot his 
wife. 

Edgar Swauger, 49, was exiting the 
apartment on the 3400 block of 
Winifred when police arrived at the 
scene. Swauger was arrested and 
charged with open murder and felony 
firearm, according to Wayne Deputy 
Safety Director John Colligan. 

"It was a domestic dispute, an 
argument which led to a shooting," 
Colligan said. 

Linda Swauger, 44, was allegedly 
shot once in the chest with a rifle. She 
was dead on arrival at Annapolis Hos- 
pital, according to Colligan. 

EdgarSwauger was arraigned May 
15 before 29th District Court Judge 
Carolyn Archbold. He is in the Wayne 
County jail awaiting a preliminary 
examination. The hearing will be 
staged at 9 a.m. May 22 before 
Archbold at which time it will be de- 
termined if there is enough evidence 
to bound him over for trial 

If Swauger is found guilty of open 
murder, he could face life in jail, 
according to Colligan

don't even want to discuss it.” 

Barns and most of her col- 
leagues agreed ‘‘the lesser said 
the better." Local lawmakers 
also agreed ‘‘Headlee will have 
a rough time getting approval in 
the House.” 

Headlee Tax Cut Initiative 
petitions were rejected by the 
Michigan Board of State Can- 
vassers because they lacked, 
according to the two Democra- 
tic board members, sufficient 
valid signatures. The Senate, 
however, decided to keep the 
tax reform package alive, and it 
approved the bill. 

The Headlee Tax Cut Initia- 
tive, if approved, would cut 
each property tax assessment 
10 percent retroactive to Dec. 
31, 1990 and another 10 percent 
Dec. 31 this year. 

With township, city and 
school board budgets already in 
place, obviously most local offi- 
cials have come out strongly 
against the Headlee Initiative. 

Headlee would also force the 
state Legislature to funnel from 
the state General Fund all local 
revenue lost by the 20-percent 
cut. 

State Rep. James Kosteva (D- 
Canton Township) said he was 
taking a cautious approach to 
the proposal because it would 
add an additional burden on a 
state budget already in a deficit. 

“If the preliminary figures 
prove to be correct, in the 
second year the Headlee Initia- 
tive it is going to cost the state 
$1.2 billion, and that's 20 percent 
of our budget. We are presently 
attempting to trim the budget 
by 8 and 9 percent and look at 
the hardships that is already 
causing us. 

"Also, Headlee doesn't do a 
thing about the school finance 
equity problem, one of the key 
issues in the overall reform of 
school financing," Kosteva 
said. ''All it does is cut taxes.” 

Barns said she would wait and 
see what form the bill would 
take Md it came out of com- 
: “ሻክ ill take a very close look 
at it at that time and if it is good 
for the people of Westland, you 
can bet that I will support it,” 
Barns said. 

In April, Michigan lawmak- 
ers did approve a proposal to 
freeze property tax assess- 
ments at the 1991 level for one 
year. They said that would give 
them time to come up with 8 
comprehensive tax reform 
package. 

In 1992, voters also will decide 
whether they want to per- 
manently tie homestead assess- 
ments to the rate of inflation. If 
they approve, assessments will 
be capped at 5 percent or the 
inflation rate, whichever is less.

"We've talked about our su-

Debs sentenced in Wayne 
criminal sexual assault

Former Ypsilanti United 
Auto Workers president 
Richard Debs was sentenced 
May 17 to a 15- to 30-year prison 
term by Detroit Recorder's 
Court Judge Michael Talbot. 

Co-defendant Douglas 
Olechowski, 19, was also sent- 
enced by Talbot to a 2- to 5-year 
prison term, which included a 
condition he receive psychiat- 
ric therapy and counseling. 

Talbot said he came to the 
decision on Debs' sentence 
based on the need to protect 
young people. 

"The ability to seek out 
young men who have external 
or internal problems, those 
who are vulnerable, means 


they will still be available to 
you,'' Talbot said. ''I think 
you're very dangerous to 
young people and yourself. I 
need to protect others from 
you." 

Debs, 53, of Westland was 
arrested by Wayne police and 
charged with criminal sexual 
conduct after visiting a Wayne 
home where a 16-year-old 
friend of the 12-year-old victim 
lived. 

On April 24, the 12-year-old 
Wayne resident, who claimed 
to have been sexually 
assaulted by Debs, testified be- 
fore Talbot. Names of the two 
minor children involved have 
been withheld. 

Debs was bound over Dec. 17 
on four counts of breaking and 
entering with intent to conduct 


criminal sexual conduct in the 
first degree, carrying a con- 
cealed weapon and imperso- 
nating a police officer. 

Last year, Debs was sent- 
enced to a 46-month prison 
term for his role in tampering 
with a union election. He was 
convicted of violating the 
Hóbbs Act when he attempted 
to prevent a union member 
from opposing him in an elec- 
tion. 


The former Van Buren 
Township police commander 
was sentenced to a 46-month 
term by U.S. District Court 
Judge Patrick Duggan. 


The 15- to 30-year prison term 
will run concurrent with Debs' 
federal conviction, accordin 
to Talbot. | 


Credit union recovers from fraud

The Wayne-Westland Feder- 
al Credit Union is in good shape 
despite a fraud and embezzle- 
ment incident involving 
$436,594.24, according to Thel- 
ma Wright, current chief ex- 
ecutive officer. 

"We have very good security 
measures and policies,’’ 
Wright said. ‘‘Any loss is not 
coming from the assets of the 
members. There is absolutely 
no loss to this credit union. 
We're going to be around here 
for another 100 years.” 

Wright became the CEO of 
the credit union in 1989. Since 
then, a new management team 
consisting of six members has 
been organized by Wright. 

Elizabeth A. D'Arcy, former 
Wayne-Westland Federal Cre- 
dit Union employee, recently 
pleaded guilty to bank fraud 
and embezzlement before U.S. 
District Court Judge Horace 
Gilmore, according to John 
Anthony, a spokesman for the 
Detroit office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

The D'Arcy family would not 
comment at presstime on the 
matter. 

D'Arcy, 53, was sentenced to 
five years probation during 
which time she must make res- 
titution for the $436,594.24. She 
is also obligated to perform 300 
hours of community service 

D'Arcy will be confined to 
her home for one vear with an 
electronic tethering device 
issued by the courts 

The FBI investigation of the 
credit union fraud and embez- 
zlement continues. Details of 
the investigation are not avail- 
able because the case is open 
and additional charges pend- 


ing, according to Anthony. 
FBI officials began their in- 
vestigation in July 1988 be- 
cause of suspicions of embez- 
zlement and check-kiting be- 
tween three separate corpo- 
rate assets. An auditor noted a 
loss of about $450,000 from cre- 
dit union assets. 
Check-kiting involves the 
writing of a number of worth- 
less checks against one or more 
assets and the depositing of the 
bogus checks into another 
member's asset. The scheme 
creates the appearance of 


funds in one or more assets and 
allows for the withdrawal of 
cash. 

Public disclosure of the in- 
vestigation was offered by FBI 
officials in September 1988. 

D'Arcy is the wife of former 
credit union manager Dennis 
D'Arcy. 

Dennis D'Arcy, a 33-year 
Wayne-Westland credit union 
manager, co-founder and noted 
public figure, and his wife were 
listed as authorized signatories 
of the three corporate assets in 
question,

A: Good manners never prevented 
an athlete from winning at his sport. 
All obedience training accomplishes 
is teaching good manners, confi- 
dence and pride in performance 
both for the puppy and the for the 
owner. The dog's personality and 
temperament cannot be altered. 
Obedience training shows the dog's 
owner how to control the dog pro- 
perly and with kindness. When 
done in the right way, obedience 
training simply enhances the dog's 
spirit and personality. 


Q: Can I bring my puppy to you 
school for housebre 

A: If we housebroke the puppy for 
you on the premises, that is where 
the dog would "be" housebroken. 
This particular type of training 
must be done in your own 
household. 


Q: I just want my dog to come 
when I call him. Every time I let 
him outdoors it takes me hours to 
him to come back? 

A: This is the type of problem we 
cannot solve by phone. What you 
are asking for is total control of the 
dog without a leash. Most people 
have a dog which behaves just fine 
in the house and forgets everything 
once he hits the outdoors. In order 
to get your dog to respond to your 
commands when he has no leash 
you simply must take him to school. 
You will have to start at the begin- 
ning in the Beginners Obedience 
class and learn what that class 
offers. When graduated from that 
class, move on to the off-leash or 
advanced obedience class. That's 
where you will get the off-leash con- 
trol of your dog that you desire.

The baby ch imps are መ ፣፣ some human intervention from time to 
time, according to chief zoo keeper Bill Pasanen, 

There are many other births at the zoo, however, that go completely 
unnoticed. These births are not as uncommon, but they are special. 

In this manner, zoos serve to preserve endangered species and to promote 
better understanding of the animal kingdom by humans. 

The Detroit Zoo is one of a handful in the country that leave infant animal 
rearing up to the mother, Zoo employees do not interfere with the birth or with 
the early care of the animals unless there is some grave need for additional 
care. በ... l 

“We leave their care 
up to the mother," Pas- 
anen said. "They do it on 
their own in the wild, so 
they can do that here." 

Zoo employees have 
had to interfere with the 
twin chimps develop- 
ment because it is so 
rare for a chimp to 
deliver twins. One of the 
chimps is kept in a sepa- 
rate "den" at night for 
fear that the mother might accidentally nudge him out of the small area that is 
allotted for their sleep. 

For the most part, however, the mother cares for both the chimpanzees with 
little interference. The twins will spend the next three to four 
years close to their mother. The mother will trust other 
females to care for the twins from time to time, Pasanen said. 

Zoo experts have learned a great deal by observing the 
habits of the chimpanzees in the natural environment that 
has been created for them at the Detroit Zoo. 

Most animals at the zoo are permitted to breed naturally. As 
many of the species at the zoo are without partners, officials 
do not fear excessive overcrowding. 

In the case of a male and female tiger at the zoo, doctors 
have implanted a "birth-control" device in the female to pre- 
vent her from having babies. 

Pasanen said the tigers will soon be moved to a new habitat 
and therefore they want to delay breeding. 

In the case of other species, the zoo is involved in a national 
lending program with various zoological societies. Through 
this program, animals are placed on loan for breeding pur- 
poses. This also serves to prevent the extinction of certain 
species. 

There have been some other births at the Detroit Zoo. 

In the snow monkey exhibit, a mother snow monkey nurses her young one 
born May 8. 

Pasanen points out the monkey sitting at the top of a rock formation. 

Zoo visitors would have to take the time to look closely in order to spot the 
twosome. 

The mother snow monkey, Pasanen said, will rear the child much like 
humans do. The infant will stay close to its mother until it is able to care for 








himself, Then the monkey will take on a new role in the group, 

Also in the primate family, the Lemurs at the zoo experience many 
each year.

Fleming's amateur record 
includes five U.S. and three world 
titles, plus an Olympic Gold Medal 
in 1968. Her figure skating televi- 
sion specials in the 1970s were pre- 
cursors of the shows, like Boitano's, 
which we see today. 

Fleming was in Detroit as part of 
the World Figure Skating Cham- 
pions tour produced by skating 
guru Tom Collins. It is a six-week 
tour with the company performing 
in a different city every night.
